Eisenhower sketched out a 1959 
legislative program Monday that 
may push federal spending up to 
IM) billion dollar!.

They came away figuring that 
.spending in the new budget will 
go above the $79.200 000 000 esti­ 
mated for the present financial 
yrar. which ends next June SO. 
Rut they said Eisenhower ii 
determined to balance the budget 
ii possible and may do so—and 
challenge heavy spenders in Con­ 
gress to go along with a balance. 
Any Tax Cut Unlikely 
This evidently would rule out 
any tax cut as well as any big 
boost in defense spending Many 
members of Congress consider de­ 
fense allotments dangerously low. 
For the current year, the ad­ 
ministration has predicted that it 
will run more than 12 billion dol­ 
lars in the red, heeau c spending 
went up and the business reces­ 
sion cut revenues, Since there 
were no hints of a tax increase, 
the administration obviously is 
pegging its hopes for a budget 
balance to a rontinued pickup in 
business.

It would be fun in bed. were it not that when one 
is so sick that he has to be rushed to a lniApital. there 
are always very good friends who are voluntary medi­ 
cal advisers and experts. Nowadays, when oqe gets 
into a hospital, doctors and nurses are on hand to do 
whatever job needs to be done. Most are fairly good; 
some have great international reputations. But neither 
the patient nor the patient's tamily is inclined to rush 
to some Blue Book of the elite to discover whether the 
doctor who is to do whatever needs to be done is 
universally regarded as the absolute nonpareil in his 
field. 


Frankly. I do not know how that can be dis­ 
covered, no two human beings agreeing on what 
is perfection about anything. Resides, having had 
a couple of rounds with troubles during ihe past 
five years, when parts are beginning to wear out, 
I find that it is impossible quite to know who is the 
absolutely greatest man in any particular tield. 
Those who kindly tout for the physician or surgeon 
of their own choice, often are substituting pre­ 
judice for knowledge. 


I myself take things as they come. As I write this, 
1 have had to go without breakfast or lunch, although 
I am promised that I may have something to eat or 
drink “ when it’.s all over.” Unfortunately. 1 do not 
know what “ when it’s all over” means. Apparently, 
it is the intention of the esoteric circle that surrounds 
m e at the moment to do something. Well. 1 stopped 
writing this piece and they done it. as one might say. 
and it proved to be nothing much. So I am still here. 
Every good friend ha.s a doctor who is the world s 
greatest authority on this or that and w'ants to send 
him along to add his two hits to the complications. I 
recall an incident when 1 lived in China when a 
beautiful child got herself a case of ordinary measles. 
Dozens of doctors were consulted, some of modern, 
some of ancient training, each pondering over the 
child like a United Nations diplomat dealing with the 
problem which is too alien for his intelligence.

People are cured of ailments all over 
the world and by physicians no one ever heard of. 
The layman only knows a lot of names, anyhow. His 
advice is ot practically no value because he does not 
know why his Iriend is ill. Also, the sick person is not 
likely to know. He simply knows that something hurts, 
but why it hurls, what makes it hurt, what do you do 
about it—most of us know nothing. And our guesses 
are worth nothing. 


In a way, It is fun going through this ordeal of 
being checked. It is as though one were perfectly 
all right but somebody had to discover something 
wrong. Alas! As we grow more mature, some part 
does wear out and the best hope is that it is not an 
indispens.able part. 


Nowadays, this job of being “checked up” is most­ 
ly done by needles. 
The human becomes a pin­ 
cushion. Stuff Ls taken out and put in all by needles 
which hurt and sting and give one the feeling that the 
needle-pushers enjoy what they do. And it is always 
early in the morning, just as a fellow is getting into a 
good humor to meet the world again. 
However, the needle-pushers seem 
to be less 
.severe-looking than usual. They take life as it comes, 
too. The years have passed and they know as long as 
there will be iolks to check, there will be needles to 
push. Who can want anything better to do for 40 hours 
a week?

Egyptians Fear A Communist Take- Over In Iraq

CAIRO 
Behind the .scenes, the pro.s- 
pect of a Communist take-over - 
in Iraq is worrying the leaders of 
the 
Egyptian 
government 
as 
nothing else has worried them 
since the Suez crisis. 
The trend of feeling was in­ 
dicated to this reporter by Pres­ 
ident (Jamal Abdel Nasser him­ 
self. 
Further 
interviews 
with 
other 
key 
personalities 
have 
painted a still darker picture. 
Moreover the Egyptian govern­ 
ment plainly thinks that a deci­ 
sive Communist take-over in Iraq 
is very much more likely than 
first appeared in Baghdad a fort­ 
night ago. 
No doubt this is because of the 
recent obscure but evidently d ra­ 
matic event.s in Baghdad. Thc.se 
caused the Iraqi leader. Brig. Ab­ 
del Karim Kassem, to announce 
that he had frustrated another 
coup d ’etat organized by “corrupt 
elements and foreign powers.” 
Without announcing it. Brig Kas- 
scm also replaced his national- 
minded chief of police with a 
pro-Communist, 
Thus 
Kassem 
has now moved a long further 
stage 
towards 
becoming 
the 
Communists’ helple.ss prisoner. 
If Kassem indeed becomes an­ 
other Nuri Pasha, serving the 
Kremlin instead of the British, a 
double miscalculation made here 
in Cairo will be in part to blame. 
On the 
one hand. 
President 
Nasser always hoped and believ­ 
ed the 
Kremlin would go 
no 
further than supporting Arab na­ 
tionalism, 
simply because 
thi.s 
movement led by Nasser aimed 
to drive Western influence from 
the .Middle East. 
He did not 
expect that the Kremlin would 
ever order Ihe .Arab Commun­ 
ists to compete directly and open­ 
ly with the Arab nationalists. 
On the.'^e assumptions, which 
have now been proven wrong, 
Na.sser cheerfully accepted and 


i.s still accepting 
all kinds of 
Soviet aid. 
Thus, at lea.st in­ 
directly, he lent part of his own 
vast prestige and personal gla­ 
mor to the Arab Communists. 
On the other hand. I’resident 
Nasser also miscalculated when 
he suppo.sed that the battle m 
Paq would be ended by the de­ 
feat of the former regime there. 
His glamor and pre.stigc, his un­ 
ceasing attacks on the Nuri gov­ 
ernment in Baghdad, were in­ 
deed the main motive forces l)e- 
hind 
the 
former 
regime’s 
de­ 
feat. 
But 
the 
immediate 
in- 
.strumcnts of the coup d’etat were 
the conspirators in the army and 
organizers of the Baghdad mob. 
Yet even with Communist pre.s- 
sure, the.se new masters of Iraq 
were always likely to want to go 
on being the masters, instead of 
handing the mastery over to Nas­ 
ser, 
Such in fact is the explana­ 
tion of the course followed by 
Brig. Kassem, who is not a Com­ 
munist even although he can too 
easily become the Communists’ 
prisoner.

Early Diagnosis Improves Outlook In Cretinism 


By Dr. Theodore R. Van Delten 
The child who comes into the 
world with an inactive thyroid 
<cretinism! is treading on thin 
ice. 
It diagnosis and treatment 
are delayed, the infant fails to 
develop mentally and physically. 
In the past, the physician did 
well to recognize the condition 
when, at the end of the first year, 
typical manifestations appeared. 
But now, diagnosis can be made 
earlier 
and 
reliable 
tests 
are 
available to confirm .suspicious 
findings. 
A group of University 
of Michigan pediatricians believes 
that in most cases diagnosis can 
be made before 6 months of age, 
and in half by the end of the 
first month. 


This changes the outlook con­ 
siderably, because administering 


thyroid extract in time helps the 
brain 
and other 
structures 
to 
develop normally. This hormone 
is essential in growth and means 
the difference between 
normal 
intelligence and mental retarda­ 
tion, growth and stunting, and 
between life and death in some 
babies. 
Lack of thyroid is suspected 
whenever the baby is so lethargic 
he sleeps most of the time, cries 
little, and becomes constipated 
and a feeding problem. The tyke 
fails to gain weight, lacks interest 
in his surroundings, his tummy 
protrudas, and an umbilical her­ 
nia occurs.

D U.S. Industrial 
Supremacy Menaced 


Warning that the United States is losing its 
prediminant role in over-all world industrial 
production is sounded by Roger M. Blough. who 
adds that the nation must remain strong, well­ 
equipped and cooperative to keep the pace. He 
is chairman of the U. S. Steel Corporation. 
While U. S. steel production was moving 
from 66 million tons annually in 1941 to 112 mil­ 
lion tons in 1957, output of the remainder of the 
world climbed from 89 million tons to 209 mil­ 
lion. The nation's proportion of the world steel 
production today is only 30 per cent. 
During World War I the United States pro­ 
duced 83 per cent of all oil and had 80 per cent 
of known reserves. Today the nation produces 
47 per cent and has 13 per cent of known re- 
lerves. 
Putting these two facts together, and adding 
the urge of all nations to increase their own pro­ 
duction. it is not difficult to follow the argument 
of the steel executive that America will lose 
more of its share of total world industrial pro­ 
duction. 
“We will have to compete against products 
made by our industrial imitators under condi­ 
tions where the operators of machines of pro­ 
duction in foreign lands will receive only a frac­ 
tion of the compensation they are paid in this 
nation,” said Blough. "No one should under­ 
estimate either the quality of those machines or 
the aptitude of their operators.” 
Only a strong, well-equipped American in­ 
dustry can cope with this competition. American 
industry needs the understanding of all groups 
in an effort to acquire and keep the finest pro­ 
duction tools on earth. 
Blough is confident if everybody in the 
nation understands and supports the profit 
system which acquires the tools. America will 
remain the strongest industrial power. Otherwise 
its supremacy will be in danger.

E very good friend has a doctor who is the world s 
greatest authority on this or that and wants to send 
him along to add his two hits to the complications.

It is as though one were perfectly 
all right but somebody had to discover som ething 
wrong. Alas! As we grow more mature, som e part 
does wear out and the best hope is that it is not an 
indispensible part. 


Nowadays, this job of being "checked u p " is m ost­ 
ly done by needles. 
The human becom es a pin­ 
cushion Stuff is taken out and put in all by needles 
which hurt and sting and give one the feeling that the 
needle pushers enjoy what they do. And it is alw ays 
early in the morning, just as a fellow is getting into a 
good humor to meet the world again.

Christinas advertising 
This tim e the strike is the will 
of a small minority — less than 
20 per cent of the 4 NIM) m em b er­ 
ship of the New York deliverer* 
voting the walk out. 
The vote wax 877 to strike to 
772 against 
a walk out. So a 
switch of 53 vote* would have 
kept the newspaper* in business. 
The mystery is why only :«»« 
per cent of the m em bership fu m ­ 
ed nut to vole on a contract 
agreed to by the union s negotia­ 
tors three days earlier The oppo­

We have tried to keep from making any remarks concerning the use of UHF translators for TV 
recepUon in this area because we feel that the people have the right to determine the manner m 
which they obtain TV, but recently we have been getting hundreds of requests not only from people 
in our Cable TV service area, but from many other areas, for information on translators or how to 
get TV best. We therefore feel that with our knowledge of TV that we should pass this information 
on to you. 


It becomes too costly to run Cable TV from a single source into areas where there are a limited 
number of bouses, however, there is economical Cable TV equipment now available that many TV 
servicemen can install that will take care of almost all individuals and small groups of people. We 
have already helped dozens of these groups get good TV and will continue to do so. 


Translator broadcasting is very similar to regular TV broadcasting with 2 exceptions: 1st: Only 
1/1000 to 1/10.000 as much power as most TV stations can be used, and 2nd: Due to the ultra-high 
frequency, if your antenna is not within direct sight of the broadcasting antenna, you will have very 
little chance of getting satisfactory reception. 


According to the papers, within a few months, the F'rostburg translator costs have gone up from 
$3000 and no maintenance to approximately $10.000 and more than one thousand per year for main­ 
tenance, and it is only good business to set aside each year one fifth the cost of this type of equip­ 
ment for remodeling or replacing. Many people do not realize that for UHF reception, each TV set 
must have a converter, antenna, and other equipment and the average costs for good equipment 
installed will be $51.30 to $68.50. according to a reliable TV dealer's figures, .\nolher thing that has 
not been pointed out by the tran.slator people is that to keep a UHF converter in proper operating 
condition, the cost is often more than for the TV set. 


3'ranslators have been installed in a number of localities in the flat part of the northwest sec­ 
tion of our country, and the translator people have had a serious problem in collecting enough 
money from month to month to defray maintenance costs as it seems mostly everyone wants to he a 
“ Free Rider.” Many of them have had to shut the translator down for a week or two at a time m 
order to force donations.

If it is possible to raise the large amount of money that is necessary to construct and install the 
translators, wouldn’t it be better to use such money for the construction of a local TV station and 
utilize one of the two channels already allocated to the Cumberland area? Such a station would 
not only provide a profitable investment, but would also furnish an outlet for local advertising and 
local programing. If such a project were undertaken, Potomac Valley Television Co., Inc., would be 
glad to support it in financial and other ways. 


As you probably know, the Mayor and City Council of Frostburg have twice refused to allow us 
to install a Cable TV system in Frostburg. The reason we asked for this permission was that many 
of the citizens of Frostburg know that they cannot and will not be able to get satisfactory service 
with translators and even if they could, they .should have the right to select Cable TV. when it 
docs not cost their neighbor or city anything. We cannot even install Cable TV in Eckhart where 
there is no possibility of translator reception from Dan’s Rock, because our antenna site is within 
the corporation limits of the city of Fro.slburg. 


As slated belore, we think people should get TV by the most modern method available, and 
certainly we are aware that with the progress that is being made in ail types of science, our system 
of TV reception may be completely outmoded in a very short period of time. One of the ways now 
forseeable is that a large number of atomic 
powered and controlled satellites could circle the earth 
and broadcast many TV and radio signals to 
every part 
of the globe 
that could see the sky! 
When this time comes it will not be necessary to have individual Cable 
TV companies, TV 
stations, translators 
or radio stations.

TELEVISION 
INFORMATION! 


We have tried to keep from making any remarks concerning the use of UHF translators for TV 
reception in this area because we feel that the people have the right to determine the manner in 
which they obtain TV. but recently we have been getting hundreds of requests not only from people 
in our Cable TV service area, but from many other areas, for information on translators or how to 
get TV best. We therefore feel that with our knowledge of TV' that we should pass this information 
on to you. 


It becomes too costly to run Cable TV’ from a single source into areas where there are a limited 
number of houses, however, there is economical Cable TV equipment now available that many TV 
servicemen can install that will take care of almost all individuals and small groups of people. We 
have already helped dozens of these groups get good TV and will continue to do so. 


Translator broadcasting is very similar to regular TV broadcasting with 2 exceptions: 1st: Only 
1/1000 to 1/10.000 as much power as most TV stations can be used, and 2nd: Due to the ultra-high 
frequency, if your antenna is not within direct sight of the broadcasting antenna, you will have very 
little chance of getting satisfactory reception. 


According to the papers, within a few months the Frostburg translator costs have gone up from 
$3000 and no maintenance to approximately $10,000 and more than one thousand per year for main­ 
tenance, and it is only good business to set aside each year one fifth the cost of this type of equip­ 
ment for remodeling or replacing Many people do not realize that for UHF reception, each TV set 
must have a converter, antenna, and other equipment and the average costs for good equipment 
installed will be $51 50 to $68 50. according to a reliable TV dealer's figures. Another thing that has 
not been pointed out by the translator people is that to keep a IH F converter in proper operating 
condition, the cost is often more than for the TV set. 


Translators have been installed in a number of localities in the flat part of the northwest sec­ 
tion of our country, and the translator people have had a serious problem in collecting enough 
money from month to month to defray maintenance costs as it seems mostly everyone wants to he a 
“ Free Rider.” Many of them have had to shut the translator down for a week or two at a time in 
order to force donations. 


lf it is possible to raise the large amount of money that is necessary to construct and install the 
translators, wouldn t it be better to use such money for the construction of a local TV station and 
utilize one of the two channels already allocated to the Cumberland area? Such a station would 
not only provide a profitable investment, but would also furnish an outlet for local advertising and 
local programing If such a project were undertaken. Potomac Valley Television Co., Inc., would be 
glad to support it in financial and other ways. 


As you probably know, the Mayor and City Council 
of Frostburg have twice 
refused to allow us 
to install a Cable TY7 system in Frostburg. The reason we asked for this permission was that many 
of the citizens of Frostburg know that they cannot and will not be able to get satisfactory service 
with translators and even if they could, they should have the right to select Cable TV. when it 
does not cost their neighbor or city anything. We cannot even install Cable TV in Eckhart where 
there is no possibility of translator reception from Dan s Rock, because our antenna site is within 
the corporation limits of the city of Frostburg. 


As stated before, we think people should get TV by the most modern method available, and 
certainly we are aware that with the progress that is being made in all types of science, our system 
of TV reception may be completely outmoded in a very short period of time. One of the ways now 
forseeable is that a large number of atomic powered and controlled satellites could circle the earth 
and broadcast many TV and radio signals 
to every part of the globe that could see the sky! 
When this time coiner it will not be 
necessary to have individual Cable 
TV companies, TV 
stations, translators or radio stations.
